In September, 1910, John Arnull was 
killed by a steam shovel while en- 
gaging In construction work on the 
G.T.P.) Little was known of him other 
than his name, and he was buried in 
the railroad company’s grounds, un- 
wept, unhonored and unsung, Later, 
when his death was reported to the 
engineer’s department of the C.N.R, in 
Edmonton, A. T, Fraser and his staff 
endeavored to locate the man's parents 
or learn something of his family con-

nections, and were successful in locat- 
ing Mrs. Arnull in’her eastern home 
and advised her of the facts of her 


son's death, 

The mother was poor and had little 
money and the little she-did receive 
went to buy food and clothing for her- 
self and provide comfort in her old 


age, but with an extra effort a few 
dollars were laid aside each month, 
awaiting the time when she would 


have enough to buy a ticket to Obed, 
Alta., the place of her son's” burial. 
That was three and a half years ago, 
and today she is speeding over the 
rails westward, to glimpse the last 
resting place of her beloved son, 

'Twas a pitiful story she told at the

would carry her westward, Of how 
she had saved and prayed that her life 
might be spared to see the day when 
she would” kneel before the rough, 
wooden cross in the far western town 
so far from the old home, and offer 
up the silent prayer for the dead son, 
her boy.

North Enjoys Wireless 

Jenkins and Burke tell also the 
romantic story of the establishment of 
wireless Communication at Port Nel- 
son, Which was accomplished January 
9 Inst, the installation being mads by 
Harold Dunn, a clever young engineer, 
Two steel towers were erected on an 
elevation to a height of 282 feet each, 
The stringing of the requisite wires 
was finished early tn January. On 
January 9, by the ald of storage bat- 
terles, the plant was in a position to 
pick messages out of the air, and it 
is a remarkable fact that the first 
news flashed to this station in the 
north told of the illness of Lord 
Strathcona, the man whose name more 
than any other had been identified 
with the progress and development of 
Canada's great hinterland, Thence, 
afterwards throughout the winter a 
Typewritten bulletin was posted in the 
store giving all the miscellancous news 
of the world which was wafted Into 
the north on waves of ether. Rvery- 
thing was posted, from stock exchange 
news to prize fights. This service 
helped to relieve the dead monotony 
and was appreciated because of the 
fact that little mail got through from 
the outside. 

Girl Canoes to Bay 

A remarkable story was told of a 
school of 80 children including half 
breed and white pupils, presided over 
by Miss Griffis, a young girl of Kenora 


Ont., who, by the way, Is a sister to! 


“Si" Griffis, the famous hockey player, 
who helped to put Kenora on the map. 
Miss Griffis has been faithfully giving 
instruction to her Ittle charges for 
two years, during which time she has 
gone back and forth to her home once 
or twice by the canoe route. 

The men report that there had been 
but little sickness in the camp and 
only two deaths, that of an Indian 
woman and also of a little Indian child 
who was so badly burned she died. 


Good Fur Season 

It was an exceptionally fine season 
in the fur trade but the Indians suf- 
fered more or less, for the reason that 
the Hudson's Bay ship from London 
did not stop at Port Nelson last sum- 
mer, relying on the auxilary schooner 
to bring supplies from Fort Churchill. 
This was never done. A total of 126 
officers and men spent the winter at 
Port Nelson in the employ ofWhe gov- 
ernment. 


Proposal Indefintely Postponed. 

London, April 22.—The proposed im- 
perial navy defence, in which the 
whole overseas dominions are to take 
part, has been indefintiely postponed. 
A white paper issued by the colonia 
office last night states this fact and 
gives the correspondence that took 
place with Australia and New Zealond 
on the subject. Canada, it Is pointed 
out, assented to the defence confer- 
ence and inquired after a sultable date. 
New Zealand, on being asked, said she 
would Ike to be represented, but could 
not make adequate arrangements un- 
less the time and place were conven- 
lent The Australian government 
wired March 23 that it was now im- 
possible to send ministers to London 
during 1814, but urged the principle 
of continuous representation on the 
committee of imperial naval defence. 
New Zealand was not favorable to a 
permanent appointment. The union of 
South Africa desired no change in the 
present arrangements, and that is ap- 
parently also the view of Newfound- 
land.

Premier Sifton of Alberta said folks 
living in the west were not worrled 
over wé future amalgamation of the 
different races. They found out there 
that new comers almost unanimous- 
ly became British subjects within three 
years of their arrival. 

Bishop Stringer of the Yukon, 
voiced his confidence in the future and 
added that he first visited England 
seven years back; he was pleased to 
note during the present visit that the 
folk of the old country knew a 
ereat deal more now than hitherto 
about Canada’s real aspirations and 
possibilities. Canada, on her part, 
ought to acknowledge what she owes 
to the old country.

Morley W. Ross and A. P. Ellis of 
ort Arthur, Ont., were in the city last 
night, having just returned from Fort 
George where they have large prop- 
erty interests, and were ready with a 
great deal of interesting information 
regarding the western town of which 
we hear so much but really know so 
little, The men have been spending 
the last six weeks in the Fort George 
district and speak only in highest 
terms of the country and towns along 
the new line of the G. T. P, 

“They have a live board of trade,” 
said Mr. Ross in speaking of Fort 
George,” and just recently they adopt- 
ed a resolution to the effect that a 
letter be sent to Hgn. W. R. Ross, min- 
ister of lands, requesting him to re- 
fuse to accept plans of subdivisions of 
town lots outside the mile and a half 
circle from the station,” He stated that 
it was a prudent step for Fort George 
to take at the present time, as a num- 
ber of western cities are now paying 
the penalty of over-subdividing. 

Roth Mr, Ross and Mr, Ellis were 
present at the driving of the last spike 
at Fort Fraser on the G, T. P,, on 
April 7th, and told of having watched 
the bullding of the last mile of track, 
and of witnessing the presentation of 
gold watches to Pete Tetrazini and P, 
Egan in charge of the victorious out- 
fit, by the rallroad officials present. 


Fort George, le Bustling 


Mr, Ellis stated that Fort George 1s 
not as dead as many people believe, 
and says that since tho completion of 
the railroad from coast to coast, tho 
citizens from the mayor and council 
down to the office boys are one and 
all boosting the town, and says that 
they are now in a campaign to secure 
from the government the reservation 
of certain blocks of land for park and 
school purposes and also a site for ex- 
hibition purposes. 

"Efforts are being made," sald Mr. 
Ellis, “to Induce the post office de- 
partment to carry the malls from the 
east over the Grand Trunk Pacific 
lines, At the present time, while 
letters mailed at “‘the end of the steel 
post office’ reach their destination In 
eastern Canada and the United States 
in five or six days, mail for Fort 
George from tho east takes 14 or 15 
days to come via the Cariboo road.” 

Many New Bulldings 

Among the new buildings at Fort 
George is one 28x60 feet, built by Nor- 
man Porter of Edmonton, represent- 
Ing the International Harvester com- 
pany, and the Brackman-Ker Milling 
company, to be used as na warehouse 
for implements, feed and mill pro- 
ducts. The Union Bank of Canada 
has fust completed Inst week a fine 
two story building costing $20,000, and 
the foundation is also lald for a splen- 
did store and office building for Rug- 
gles and Winters, 

Speaking of the §0,000 acres to be 
thrown open for pre-emption In June, 
Mr. Ross said that the greater part of 
it was good agricultural land and ideal 
for homesteading, There is also a 
large amount of good timber on the 
tract, as well as being adapted to the 
raising of produce for which there will 
soon be a ready market in the district 
between Fort George and Mount Rob- 
son Park, which before long will be a 
great tourist resort. <A large mill has 


been built at Mile 142, near Dome 
creek, with maximum = capacity of 
100,000 feet daily, and another big 


mill !s projected for Milo 128 and a 
number of other sites are being sought 
for mill purposes. 


McBride Has Big Future 

Mr. Ellis states that at McBride, 
where the lots in the eastern half of 
the homestead land are located, is the 
divisional point for both freight and 
passenger service, and a large amount 
of money has been expended by the 
railway company to make preparations 
for the future. The yards cover eight

T, H. Campbell, of Edmonton, 
Returns After Visit to 
North Town, 


CONTRACT IS LET FOR 
NEW $10,000 HOTEL 


Canada Central Railroad Plans 
Many Activities for 
Summer, 


Among the recently returned Edmon- 
ton men from Peace River Crossing is 
T. H. Campbell, of 213 Jasper avenue 
west, who spent two weeks in and 
around the Crossing. He reports the 
greatest building activity there that 
any of the northern towns have ever 
known, The latest contract let is for a 
$10,000 hotel on Broadway, in the 
Riverside plat. Broadway is also being 
graded and sidewalked on each side 
from end to end, The town now has 
about 700 population, having Increased 
to that figure from 100 last October, 

“At the present time there are two 
hotels, two banks, eight general stores, 
two hardware stores, two drug stores, 
two sawmills, a sash and door factory 
and yarious smaller enterprises, in- 
Cluding a moving picture house, Two 
newspaper plants are also said to be 
on their way to the Crossing. i 

Mr. Campbell's most interesting 
news, perhaps, is regarding railway 
development. The E. D. & B, C, ex- 
tention, known as the Canada Central, 
has its location stakes now in place, 
coming down the Little Hart stream to 
its own river lot 18, thence north to an- 
other of its properties, river lot 8, 
thence west across this lot to the pro- 
posed site of the big bridge on the 
Peace, 

He also says that the railway com- 
pany has over 200 men clearing the 
right of way on the 45-mile stretch 
from Round lake to the Crossing, 
Round lake Is at the western end of 
the present railway grade, Provision 
caches are now in place along this 
route and grading will begin as soon 
as the frost is out of the ground. 

Mr. Campbell was much impressed 
with the agricultural resources on both 
sides of the Peace, At the land atlice 
in Shaftesbury settlement, near the 
Crossing, he got the following com- 
parative figures. regarding homestead 


entries: In 1918 they were, one tor 
February, two for March and 82 for 
April. This year they are, 82 for 


February, 54 for March and 46 for the 
first eight days of April. Considerable 
of this is located on the east and south 
side of the Peace, which used to be 
considered not as desirable as the west 
and north sides, but» public opinion is 
now changing in that respect. For 40 
miles east of the Crossing there is ex- 
cellent land yet open for entry, al- 
though slightly wooded, similar ta,that 
uround Edmonton. On this there are 
numerous powerful and unfailing 
springs, 800 feet above the waters of 
the Peace, 

Captain Porter, formerly of the 
Fraser river, now building a steamer on 
Lesser Slave Jake, is also expecting 
soon to build a new steamer at the 
Crossing, making five steamboats for 
the 600-mile navigable stretch of the 
Peace, The government is building a 
new pontoon ferry at the Crossing and 
seven new freight scows are being 
built for transportation down the 300 
miles north to Fort Vermilion. 

Mr. Campbell says that the center of 
real estate and building activity at the 
Crossing are found Just north and 
south of the Little Hart stream, mostly 
along Broadway,

With regard to the density of the 
surfacing Mayor Short informed the 
company that the engineer had report- 
ed that the density of the purfacing in 
Messrs. Worswick's pavement was not 
as great as in that laid by other com- 
panies and that on this ground the 
Engineer considered the surfacing un- 
satisfactory.

This sentence sums up the conclusions of the Grain Markets 
Commission which has just been issued, containing the results of the 
investigations made by the commission last summer and fall. 

It is a striking admission for Saskatchewan—proudly styled by 
herself ‘The Granary of Western Canada”—to make. Comparisons 
have been made in the past between Saskatchewan and Alberta which 
were not in favor of Alberta. These comparisons were usually made 
by persons who had caught the grain fever—‘‘Wheat it is’—or 
shallow-thinking persons who knew nothing of the unalterable laws 
which underlie the science of agriculture. It was said that farming 
was not as profitable in Alberta as in Saskatchewan, although it was 
admitted ihat Alberta was “good enough for the mixed farmer.” 

Albertans, with a sure faith in the resources of their province, 

have never doubted that mixed farming would win. The findings of 
he Saskatchewan Grain Markets Commission show that the cost of 
producing grain, where grain is the sole product of the farm, is so 
close to the market price as to leave no adequate margin, and, as the 
report of the commission states: “If the cost of production is equal 
to or greater than the price obtainable wheat growing is unprofitable 
and any money farmers are making is made out of other products 
or the rise in land valuesand a condition of affairs exists which calls 
for prompt and effective action,” 

Serious, undoubtedly, therefore, is the situation in Saskatchewan. 
Happily, Alberta, and especially the north and central parts of the 
province, have no such crisis io face. The climate, the soil and the 
general characteristics of the province have brought the mixed farmer 
here, while Saskatchewan has attracted the grain grower. The brush, 
the occasional slough, and the rolling nature of the country have in 
reality proved a blessing in disguise for Alberta, by preventing the 
operations of the soil-miner. If Saskatchewan takes the findings of 
the Grain Markets Commission to heart she may retrieve her mistake. 
The sister province has soil as fertile as to be found anywhere in the 
Dominion and her climate is such that will make for the success of 
agriculture conducted upon sound, scientific principles. But exclu- 
sive grain growing, extolled as the “get-rich-quick method of farm- 
ing,’’ must be abandoned. 

Remedies suggested by the Commission are nine in number. 

Education as to the best methods of cultivation, altering the con- 
ditions and standard of labor, reorganizing agricultural credit facilities 
and ‘extending the practice of mixed farming, not only through in- 
Struction, but through practical assistance,” are among the recom- 
mendations offered. These are all practical suggestions to the carry- 
ing out of which all political parties can, without losing caste, lend 
their assistance. Mixed farming would make Saskatchewan farms 
productive throughout the three hundred and sixty-five days of the 
year, instead of during only six months of the year,, The grain 
armer has one pay day annually and if the season is a bad one he 
may find, after paying the cost of labor and upkeep, that there is 
nothing coming to him. With the mixed farmer every day of the 
week brings its returns in eggs, milk, butter, bacon, meat which can 
be turned into cash at its equivalent immediately. He has his yearly 
pay days too, when he sells his colts to work in the city. 

Not only in regard to stability of income, but in regard to 
stability of employment has mixed farming a great economic adyan- 
tage over grain growing. The advantage on the side of the mixed 
farmer is also social. The long months of idleness for the grain 
farmer and his family must necessarily be injurious and demoralising. 
On the hired man the effect is still worse. At the end of threshing 
the hired man is turned adrift on the sea of unorganised labor, often 
with disastrous results to his pocket and his self respect. To be 
worthy of his hire the labor must take an interest in his work. He 
cannot be expected to take that interest where his employment is 
only temporary and insecure. Labor, if farming in this country is 
to be the success it should be, must be put on a more satisfactory 
basis. ‘Labor employed by the year is less expensive, more efficient 
and more satisfactory; a country cannot be developed on a permanent 
basis, with a labor supply that must be largely casual and migratory.” 
STRAINING THE 
FARMER’S LOYALTY. 

Figures have recently been published showing the enormous in- 
crease of Alberta cattle exports to the United States owing to the tariff 
reductions. The facts are that Alberta farmers would have been 
badly hit this year had they not been able to sell south of the line. 
The demand of the western farmer today is undoubtedly for wider 
markets, At the present time he is forced to buy in a protected coun- 
try and pay a heavy import! duty on all that he requires, but when he 
wishes to sell his wheat or cattle he most compete with the world in 
the free trade markets of Britain. Surely this is expecting too much 
of his loyalty. 

Another striking example of the readiness with which Alberta 
seeks to avail herself of wider markets is afforded by the recent sale 
of the entire Southern Alberta wool clip to an American firm. The 
1914 clip was contracted for with the Southern Alberta Wool Grow- 
ers, Ltd., by Joseph Streng, representing the firm of Eisemann Bros. 
of Boston; it comprised 960,000 pounds of wool and was valued at 
approximately $175,000. This represents the fleeces of about 
120,000 sheep at an average of eight pounds per fleece. This is 
the first time Alberta wool has been bought by American buyers, but 
it is expected that every pound of wool produced in Alberta this year 
will go to American markets. This must be somewhat distressing to 
those who opposed reciprocity in the belief that it would disrupt the 
empire. Raymond Knight, of Raymond, Alberta, who himself owns 
about 15,000 sheep, states that the reason for this export trade to 
American markets is “that the price is so much better than could be 
secured in Canada or Great Britain that they could not afford to stay 
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MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE 
GOES TO FOUNTAIN HEAD, 

_ Hon. Duncan Marshall, Minister of Agriculture, has announced 
his intention to visit Europe this summer {o study the system of agri- 
cultural schools and agricultural co-operation in Denmark, in Holland 
and Germany. The proposed visit has a distinct significance. It is 
becoming more and more a practice for business men to study the 
methods of leaders of industry who have achieved great success. In 
going to Denmark the Minister of Agriculture is going to the fountain 
head of agricultural science and progress. A generation ago Den- 
mark was at the lowest ebb of the tide, commercially, financially and 
productively speaking. | Today she is an example of economic pros- 
perity to the whole world. Denmark, in the seventies, began to re- 
organize her whole economic structure, starting with agriculture as 
the basis. Cut off from the German market and having lost her 
most fertile provinces, saddled algo with a heavy war indemnity, she 
had to create agriculture anew and fiad fresh markets. She started 
with the most unpromising material—lands that were nothing more 
than waste marshes. By building walls to keep back the sea and then 


pumping the water off the marshes over the dykes she reclaimed 


vy 


thousands of acres of land on which she commenced dairying. It is 
really the cow that has given Denmark her position in the agricul- 
tural and commercial world. All the time, by education and co- 
operation, the quantity and quality of her dairy products has been on 
the up grade. The increased output from the cows of Denmark since 
1893 represents a sum of $30,000,000 per year. Twenty-three years 
ago Denmark’s exports in butter, bacon and eggs represented a value 
of eleven and a half millions. Today, owing te the broad spirit of 
agricultural education and co-operation, Denmark’s exports of the 
same products reach approximately one hundred millions of dollars. 
Moreover, this enormous increase has been achieved with only a slight 
increase in the population and capital invested.

HISTORY, 


Among those ploneer educators of 


western Canada, including the Rev, 
John West, Father Tache, the Rey. Dr. 
John Black and Father Provencher, 
“who spread themselves in a thin Ine 
of labor and selfsacrificeo over a vast 
extent of territory stretching to the 
Pacific ocean—among the great lead- 
ers, clergymen and educators of Cana- 
dian Presbyterianism, such as Princi- 
pal George Monro Grant, Dr. James 
McGregor, Dr. John Cook, Dr, Robert 
Burns, Dr, Willlam Caven, Dr, Alex- 
ander MacKnight, Dr. Alexander 
Mathieson, and a host of others— 
among such illustrious names as these 
that of the Rev. Dr. George Bryce is 
not out of place, He has been called 
“the ploneer of education in the Cana- 
dian west,” and while other must share 
that glory, it by no means detracts 
from Dr, Bryce’s fame, He was born 
in Mount Pleasant, Ont. seventy years 
ago today, graduated from the Unl- 
versity of Toronto in 1867, and was or- 
dained to the Presbyterian ministry in 
1871, After serving as assistant pastor 
of Chalmer's church in Quebec, he was 
entrusted by the general assembly of 
the Presbyterian church with the im- 
portant task of laying the foundation 
for the denomination's religious and 
educational work in Manitoba, He es- 
tablished Manitoba College in Winni- 
peg in 1871, and the following year or- 
ganized Knox church in that city, In 
1877 he became one of the founders 
of the University of Manitoba, which 
was a federated institution embracing 
Manitoba College, St. John's College, 
the descendant of the ploneer Anglican 
Red River Academy, the Catholic Col- 
lege of St. Boniface and the Methodist 
Wesley College. For many years Dr. 
Bryce was founder of English litera- 
ture and head of the university's facul- 
ty of sclence, His published works in- 
clude many valuable histories, among 
‘them a “History of Manitoba,” “Can- 
ada and the Northwest,” and “A Short 
History of the Canadian People.” In 
1902 he was moderator of the Presby- 
terian general assembly of Canada, and 
in 1909 served as president of the 
Royal Society of Canada, In his 
‘varsity days at Toronto he was cap- 
tain of the football club, and later was 
a famous curler and golfer,

Brazil. 


The first white man to visit Brazil 
was Pedro Alvarez Cabral, a Portu- 
guese navigator, who landed near the 
site of the present city of Bahia 414 
years ago today, April 22, 1500, Other 
navigators are alleged to have touch- 
ed the Brazilian coast prior to that 
time, but there are no records or other 
proofs to substantiate such _state- 
ments. Cabral christened the country 
Terra da Santa Cruz, or Land of the 
Holy Cross, and took possession in the 
name of the Portuguese monarch. No 
attempt was made to found a perman- 
ent settlement, until 1549, when Tomas 
de Souza was dispatched to the country 
as governor. It was at about this time 
that the name of the Portuguese South 
American possession was changed to 
Brazil because of the rei dyewocod 
found in its forests, which at that time 
was imported to Europe from the East 
and was known as Brazil wood. That 
part of Brazil along the coast was dis- 
tributed among the Portuguese nobles, 
who were to establish colonies and who 
received a number of Indian slaves in 
addition to the land. For more than a 
century England, France and Holland 
disputed the Portuguese clalms to Bra- 
zil, and founded settlements there, but 
were eventually driven out, 


| TODAY WE CELEBRATE | 


Oklahoma “Eighty-niners” 
Celebrate State's Birthday. 


A quarter of a century is a brief 
space of time, but the Oklahoma 
“eighty-niners,” in celebrating today 
the 25th anniversary of that inspiring, 
spectacular and in some ways terrible 
“run” which marked the opening of the 
country to settlement, can look back 
upon a period which reproduced, in 
swift-moving panorama, the history of 
the human race and its long ascent 
from savagery to comparative civili- 
zation, There was downright primeval 
Savagery in that first wild scramble of 
50,000 people for homes, when the race 
was to the swift and the battle to the 
strong, and men made,mad by the lust 
for land eyed each~Other with deadly 
ferocity when their interests clashed. 
A gunghot sent the raging, roaring tor- 
rent of humanity tumbling over the 
frontier—and jt was not the Jast gun- 
shot fired that day. There are “eighty- 
niners” who will take no part in the 
Jubilation today, for the anniversary 
recalls to their repentant and tortured 
minds things that they would like to 
forget and dark deeds that refuse to be 
wiped from the slate of memory. And 
if there was savagery in the first wild 
rush, there was barbarism in the suc- 
ceeding days, when men, women and 
children lived in tents, tepees, tempor- 
ary shacks and prairie schooners, Then 
came the era of real pioneer work—the 
upturning Of virgin fields, the long lab- 
or with plow and reaper, the building of 
cities, the rearing of permanent homes. 
Rival towns clamored loudly of their 
assured future greatness, and the era 
of frenzied speculation set in. Some 
of the most promising of those towns 
are now dead or dying, while others 
have waxed great and made fortunes 
for early investors. In those days, too, 
gambling and other vices flourished 
openly, and millions of dollars won by 
hard toil or in successful speculation 
went to enrich the gambling fraternity. 
Today, on its quarter-centenary, Okla- 
homa is as civilized and moral and 
stable and law-abiding as any other 
part of the continent. Where 25 years 
ago today there was only vacant coun- 
try a big city has risen—a city of sky- 
scrapers and factories and schools and 
churches and colleges and magnificent 
homes and tenements and slums, Smal- 
ler citles dot the state—cities made 
prosperous by wheat fields and rich 
coal mines and productive oil fields 
and multitudinous industries, and con- 
nected with each other by the net- 
work of steel that covers the state, And 
all of this has come to pass In a coun- 
try where but a few decades ago the 
Indian and the buffalo reigned supreme. 
The buffalo has been banished to a re- 
serve, and the Indians, while still num- 
erous, have become civilized and no 
longer go on the warpath or yearn for 
paleface scalps, nor take their squaws 
and papooses out for an airing in a 
second-hand hearse, 

Other western states and Canadian 
provinces have duplicated the magic 
growth of Oklahoma cities and the 
rapid development of natural resources, 
but no other civilized community of the 
globe ever had so spectacular a be- 
ginning as that of Oklahoma on the 
22nd day of April, 1889. The federal 
government drew a cordon of troops 
around that part of the “Beautiful 
Land"—the meaning of the Indlan word 
Oklahoma—that was to be opened to 
settlement, and at a signal at noon the 
army of men and women were permit- 
ted to rush across the line and take 
possession of whatever land they found 
unoccupied. Despite the vigilance of 
the authorities, a .ew inen managed to 
get into the country ahead of the rush, 
and settle on the most desirable land. 
Many of these “sooners” were exposod 
and punished, but others contrived to 
retain their ill-got property.

Paris, April 22..—Paris extends for 
the first time not only in the history 
of the French republie but also in the

He Also Requests Algara to Ask for His 
Passports from Bryan— Under Guns of 
the War Vessels, American Forces Begin 


an Advance To Take the Entire City of 
Vera Cruz. 


Washington, D.C., April 22.—Huerta has requested the United 
States to- withdraw Nelson O'Shaughnessy, American Charge D’Af- 
fairs, at Mexico City. This was stated here early today on good au- 
thority, but has not been officially announced. Mexican Charge D’ 
Affairs Algara, credited to the United States, has been instructed by 
Huerta to fequest his passports from Secretary Bryan. 

The American forces commenced an advance to take the entire 
city of Vera Cruz at 8 o’clock under guns of the war vessels, accord- 
ing to a report from Consul Canada received at the state department 
at 10 o’clock this morning. . 

Rear Admiral Badger, commanding the Atlantic fleet, officially 
reported to the navy department today the arrival at Vera Cruz of 
his flagship, the Arkansas along with the battleships Vermont, New 
Jersey, New Hampshire and South Carolina. The scout cruiser 
Chester and the San Francisco have arrived in Vera Cruz from Tam- 
pico. 

Read Admiral Badger reported to the navy department today that 
he had ordered the torpedo flotilia from Vera Cruz to Tampico to re- 
inforce the Des Moines in that port, which was left alone when the 
other vessels were withdrawn to Vera Cruz. 

The house concurred in the senate substitute resolution justify- 
ing the president in the use of armed force in Mexico., There was no 
debate and the viva voce vote was almost unanimous. . 

Consul Canada reported today to the state department that 150 
Mexicans were killed and wounded yesterday at Vera Cruz.

How essential to the development 
of the province these branch lines are 
emphasized by) Won.

“Teople who talk about putting on

These lines are required not to open 
up new territory, but to supply rail- 
way facilities for settlers who took up 
lands years ago, The report of the 
decision of the board of railway com- 
missioners on the freight rates case 
clearly Indicates that these branch 
lines are urgently neeled and must be 
procecded with, Unless this is done 
not only will settlement and develop- 
ment be retarded, but thousands of 
our farmers who are completely dis- 
heartened will pull up stakes and leave 
the country. This represents the real 
situation, a situation that eastern 
Canada is interested in just as much 
as the west. If we are to hold what 
we hace and if we are to secure an- 
nually the increase in crop area which 
we should expect it is imperative that 
railway facilities should be provided in 


all the large settlements in the west

McNAMARA SAYS WILL 
RECEIVE AT LEAST 96 


Sinking Fund Board. Author- 
ized Purchase Own Short 
Term Bonds, 


A committee composed of Aldermen 
Campbell, Sheppard and East, J. f. 
Turnbull, S. TH. Smith, Mayor Me- 
Namara, City Treasurer’ Barnhouse 
and Deputy Commissioner of Finance 
Richardson, met yesterday afternoon 
at 2.30 and passed a resolution regard- 
ing a debenture issue, which was 
adopted by the city council last night, 
and is as follows: 

"Your committee begs to report hay- 
ing considered this matter, and would 
recommend that negotiations be en- 
tered Into with the Imperial Bank of 
Canadas for the placing of the 1914 Is- 
sue of debentures amounting to ap- 
proximately four to five million dol- 
lare, and that any offers be submitted 
to-council for approval before being 
accepted,” 

lt was pointed out at the committee 
meeting that the sinking fund would 
buy the city’s bonds that are still lying 
unsold in London, England, from the 
issue of last year, and Mayor Mce- 
Namara thought that it would be a 
good policy for the sinking fund board 
to buy up to $150,000, as it would 
strengthen the market in the eyes of 
the public, and also inspire confidence 
and a demand for the 1914 Issue, and 
purchase at anything below par and 
not any lower than $8, which would 
allow for the interest and stamps ex- 
change, ete, Deputy Commissioner of

Finance Richardson made a sugges- 
tion which 8S, H, Smith would not 
countenance to the effect that the 


sinking fund purchase these bonds at 
any price and the city then transfer 
out of the general tax an amount suf- 
ficient to give the sinking fund five 
per cent. on the money. 

It was decided to allow the Imperial 
bank to be the city’s fiscal agents and 
a report was also adopted authorizing 
the sinking fund board to purchase 
shart term debentures of the city up

“Chief” Bender 11 Years In

“Chief” Charles A. Bender, the great 
Indian twirler for the world’s champion 
Athletics, will celebrate today the 
eleventh anniversary of his big league 
debut. It waa on April 20, 1908, that 
Bender made his first public appear- 
ance In any league, wearing on his six 
feet two inches of solid red flesh a 
uniform which indicated that he was a 
member In good standing of the Phila- 
delphia Athletics, champions of the 
American league. Bender was sent 
into the box in a game at Boston to 
relieve Eddie Plank, who was having 
an off day, and the Injun was largely 
responsible for the 10 to 7 victory of 
the Philadelphians. 

The diecovery of Bender is just one 
of a multitude of proofs that Cornelius 
J. McGillicuddy is crazy like a fox. 
Charles Albert was born on an Indian 
reservation at Brainerd, Minn., nearly 
31 years ago, and was sent to Carlisle 
to sop up an education, He soon at- 
tained great proficiency in baseball and 
other branches of the Carlisle curri- 
culum, and played first base and 
pitched for the Carlisle nine {n 1900 and 
1901. The following year he went to 
Dickinson college, and also played with 
the Harrisburg Athletic club baseball 
aggregation. There he attracted the 
attention of Connie Mack, and tn the 
spring of 1908 joined the Athletic 
pitching staff, which then consisted of 
Plank, Fred Mitchell, Ed.
